nnHIS letter is one of the many messages which have been received from the schools 
: X 
of France in response to the messages from American universities and schools, 


carried to them by John II. Fialey, Commissioner of Education and President of 
the University of the State of New York. It is reproduced here and comes from a 
pupil in the Lycee Victor Durny in Paris, which he visited last May, and there heard 
the pupils sinking- "The Star Spangled Banner" in French and crying in chorus, 
"Vive 1' Arnerique." It is doubted if there has been a more graphic or poetic ex- 
pression of that which separates the men in the opposing trenches or of that which 
brings America and France tog-ether. 


"It was only a Kit Is river, almost a brook; it was called the 


Yser. 
One could talk from one side to the other without raising

Fialey, Commissioner of Education and President of 
the University of the State of New York. It is reproduced here and comes from a 
pupil in the Lycee Victor Durny in Paris, which he visited last May, and there heard 
the pupils sinking- "The Star Spangled Banner" in French and crying in chorus, 
"Vive 1' Arnerique." It is doubted if there has been a more graphic or poetic ex- 
pression of that which separates the men in the opposing trenches or of that which 
brings America and France tog-ether.
